A Letter from its Secretary expla- 
natory of its purpose 
W, II: /W/v-Dear Sir:- In 
behalf of the Hoard of the farmers 
Exchange. I hereby express my ap- 
preciation of your courtesy in extend 
ingto them the columns of your paper 
s of making known their 
purposes and plans. 

tin purpose of the Exchange 
st farmers principally, aud 
others incidentally, by facilitating ihe 
buying and selling of anything that 
farmers ordinarily have to sell. The 
principal plan for accomplishing this 
is the occupancy of a room, which for 
the present is that also occupied by 
the Chamber of Commerce, in the 
courthouse, in which will be constantly 
kept except on legal holidays, two in. 
dexed books, in one of which, under 
ippropriate headings, will be enteied 
everything that members have to sell, 
the other anything that any- 
body wants to buy that is ordinarily 
found on a farm. For the keeping 01 
these books, and for the general pur- 
pose of furnishing information it. that 
Secretary will be constantly 
present. Parties who wish to buy 
anything in the farming line will not 
only be charged nothing for the assist- 
the Exchange may render them, 
but will be thanked for their patronage. 
Meonbers of the Exchange who wish 
sell anything from their farms will 
be charged one quarter of one per cent, 
twenty five cents on the hun- 
dred dollars,- to be paid only on the 
the condition that the article is sold 
within the time recorded on the books. 
Any farmer of the State of Kentucky 
recommended by any member 
of the Board, or one of the officers, 
become a member by paying one 
dollar, and remain so as long as in the 
judgement of the Board, he complies 
with the rules of the Exchange. There 
will be a meeting of the Exchange in 
in the court house every Sat 
urday at 1 o'clock and farmers and 
all traders in farm produce, whether 
stock or crop, are invited to be present : 
The officers of the Board are W. B. 
Hawkins, President, John Steele, Vice 
President. Hart Boswell W. H. 
Gentry and J. C. Woodward. Capt.
